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PREFACE. 


T is natural for all Men when they are 
ſtraitned with Fears or actual Inſe- 
licities, to run for ſuccour to what 
their Fancy or the next Opportunity 
preſents, as an Inſtrument of their Eaſe 
and Remedy. But that which diſtinguiſhes 
Men in theſe Cafes, is the Choice of their 


Sanctuary: for to rely upon the Reeds of 


Egypt, or to ſnatch at the Bulruſhes of Ni- 
lus, may well become a drowning Man, whoſe 
Reaſon is ſo wholly invaded and ſurpriz:d 
by Fear, as to be uſeleſs to him in that 
Confufron: But he whoſe Condition (al- 
though it be {ad ) is ſtill under the Maſtery 
of Reaſon, and hath time to deliberate, un. 
leſs he places his Hopes upon ſomething. that 
is likely to cure his Miſery, or at leaft 20 
eaſe it, by making his affliction leſs, ar his” 
Patience more, does deſerve that Miſery he 
groans under. Stripes and remedileſs Miſe- 
ries are the Lot of Fools: But afflitions that 
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ſelves : 
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happen to wiſe Men or good Men repreſent 


indeed the Sadneſſes of Mortality, but they 
tecome Monuments and Advantages of their 
Piety and Wifdom, 

In this moſt un-natural War, commenced 
againſt the greateſt Solemnities of Chri/lia- 
nity, and all that is called God, I have been 


put to it to run ſome whither to Sanctuary; 
but whither, was ſo great a Queſtion, that 
had not Religion been my Guide, I had not 


known where to have found Reſt or Safety ; 
when the King and the Laws, who by God 
and Man reſpectively are appointed the Pro- 
tectors 7 Innocence and Truth, had them- 

e greateſt need of a Protector. And 
when in the Beginning of theſe Troubles J 
haſtened to his Majeſty, the Caſe of the 
King and his good Subjects was ſomething 


like that of Iſaac, ready to be ſacrificed, the 


Wood was prepared, the Fire kindled, the 
Knife was lift up, and the Hand was ſtri- 
king; that if we had not been ſomething 
like Abraham #00, and againſi Hope had 


_ belived in Hope, we had been as muth with- 


out Comfort, as we were in outward Ap- 


. pearance without Remedy. x 
It was my Cuſtom long fince to ſecure my 


| ſelf againſt the Volences of Diſcontents a- 


{ flurbed the evenneſs of my former lift. I AF 
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Broad, as Gerſon did againſt temptations 
in angulis & libellis, in my Books and my 
Retirements: but now I was deprived of 
both them, and drivep to a publick view 
and participation of hole Dangers and Mi- 


ſeries which threatned the Kingdom and di- 


all thoſe Arguments of hope and comfort, by 
which Men in the like condition were ſup» 


ported; and among ſt all the great examples 


of trouble and confidence, I reckoned Ming 
David one of ghe biggeſt, and of greateſt 
conſideration. For conſidering that he was 
a King vexed with a Civil War, hi Caſe 
had ſo much of ours in it, that it was likely 


the Devotions he uſed might fit our turn, 


and his comforts ſuſtain us. 

And indeed when I came to look upon 
the Pſalter with a nearer obſervation, and 
an eye diligent to eſpy my advantages and 
remedies there Pow. - 4: I found very many 
Prayers againſt the Enemies of the King 


and Church, and the Miſeries of War. 1 
found ſo many admirable Promiſes,” ſo rare

was therefore conſtrained to amaſs together 
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Dangers, and Deaths, and Enemies, ſo ma- 


ny Miracles of Mercy and Salvation, that 
T began to be ſo confident as to believe there 
could come no Afflidion great enough to 
ſpend ſo great a ſtock of Comfort as was laid 
up in the Treaſure of the Pſalter : The Say- 
ing of St. Paul was here verified, if Sin 

[and Miſery] did abound, then did Grace 
Juper. abound: and as we believe of the 
Paſſion of Chriſt, it was ſo great as to be 
able to ſatisfie for a Thouſand Worlds : ſo 
it is of the Comforts of David's Pſalms, 
they are more than ſufficient to repair all 


the Breaches of Mankind, But for the 


particular Occaſion of creating Confidences 
in us, that God will defend his Church and 
his Anointed, and all that truſt in him, a- 
gatuſt all their Enemies, (which was out 
caſe, and contained in it all our needs for 
the preſent) I found ſo abundant Supply, 
that of 159 Pſalms, ſome whereof are 
Hiſtorical, many Euchariſtical, many Pro- 
phetical, and the reſt Prayers for ſeveral 
Occafions, 34 of them are expreſly made 
againſt God's and our Enemies, 11 expreſly 
for the Charch, 4 for the King; that is a 
third Part of the Pſalms relate particularly 
ro the preſent Occaſion, beſide many Clauſes 
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of reſperſion in the other, which if collefled 
in one, would of themſelves be great Argu- 
ments of hope to prevail in ſo good à Cauſe. 
This which experience taught me now, I 
was promiſed before by a frequent Teſtimony 


of the Doctors of the Church, who give the 


Pſalter ſuch a Character as is due to the 
beſt and moſt uſeful Book in the whole 
world: viz. The moſt profitable of all Boots, 
the Treaſury of holy Inſtructions, conſum- 
mationem totius paginz Theologicæ, 
the perfection of the whole Scripture; ſo 
the ordinary Glois calls it, arma juve- 
num, parva Biblia, tribulatorum ſolatia, 
the young Man's Armory, the little Bi- 
ble, the comfort of the diſtreſſed}, ſo others: 
to be ſaid by all men upon all occaſions, 
is the counſel of the moſt devout amongſt 


them. But concerning the Pſalter there 


are good words enough, and real obſerva- 
tion of advantages in the ſeveral Prefaces 


| before the Commentaries upon the Pſalms, 
ſet forth by the Fathers and Wrirers 


of the firſt and middle Ages. I leave 
the particular enumeration of them to the 
learned Divines of our Church, to whom 
it is more proper: the ſumm of them is. 
this, which Tertullian alone bath expreſ-. | 
A4q ſed 
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"fed. in bis Apology againſt the Gentiles; 


Omnes Bibliothecas, & oninia monu- 
menta unius Prophetæ ſcrinium vincit, 


in quo videtur theſaurus collocatus eſſe 


totius Judaici Sacramenti, & inde etiam 
noſtri. This Book alone of the Prophet 
David hath in it ſome Excellencies be- 


ond all the Monuments of Learning in 


any Library whatſoever, and is the Store- 


houſe both of the Jewiſh and Chriſtian 


Religion. 

Bat that which pleaſes me moſt, is the 
fancy of S. Hilary, expounding the Pſal- 
ter to be meant the Key of David, ſpoken 


of by St. John in his Revelation: And 


3 enough: for if we conſider how 
many Myſteries of Religion are opened to 


1, in the Pſalter, how many things con- 


cerning Chriſt, what clear vat icinat ions con- 
cerning his Birth, his Prieſthood, his Ring- 
dom, his Death, the very Circumſtances 


of his Paſſion, his Reſurrection, and all 


the degrees of bis Exaltation, more clearly 
and explicitly recorded in the Pſalter than 


in all the old Prophets beſides, we may ea- 
fly believe that Chriſt with the Key of Da-

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Upon fuch premiſes as theſe, or better, 


the Church of God in all Ages hath made 
David's Pſalter the greateſt part of her pub- 
lick and private Devotions; ſometimes divi- 
ding the Pſalter into ſeven parts, that every 
Weeks devotion might ſpend it all, 


Sometimes aecreeing that it ſhould be 
aid Day and Night. Otherwhile enjoining 


the recitation of the whole Pſalter before 
the celebration of the Bleſſed Sacrament ; 
and after ſome time it was made the publick 
Ofice of the Church. 

It was the general uſe of Chriſlendem to 


fay the Pſalms Antiphonatim, by way of 


Perſe and Anſwer, ſaith Suidas; and ſo 
ancient, that the Religious of S. Mark #n 


Alexandria uſed it, faith Philo the Few, 
and S. Ignatius, or elſe Flavianus, and Dio- 
dorus brought it firſt into the Church of 


Antioch. | 

And for the private Devotions, that 
they chiefly corſiled of the Pſalms, we 
have great probability from the ſtrift re- 
guiring it of the Clergy, and particularly 


from them who came to be ordained, great
